OIL SUPPLIES 


Considerable notice has been 
taken of a statement by Sir 
John Cadman, Chairman of the 
Anglo-Italinn Oi) Co., suggesting 
that in twenty years’ time the 
world’s supply of oil may be- 
come ‘ exhausted. However, it 
appeara that the reference was 
to technical estimates and that 
the statement was chiefly in- 


‘| tended to focus attention on the 


desirability of preventing waste. 
Experts seem to differ regarding 
the probability of an oil famine. 
Whilst it is true that demand is 
increasing and there is a falling 
off in new supplies, against this 
factor must be placed improve- 
ments in the method of pro- 
duction ‘and development of 
other sources of supply. In 
this latter connection, the work 
of the Fuel Research Station is. 
proving, most useful, It has 
been revealed in researches at 
Granton gas works, for example, 
that a vast'ficld is available for 


the” production of oil “from coal? 


Cannel coal is said to be avail- 
able in Britain in almost — un- 
limited quantities,‘and thus it is 
felt that the gas industry may 
make a, big contribution to the 
solution of the oil problem. It 
has, indeed, been estimated that 
it would be possible for the in- 
dustry to produce some seventy- 
five per cent. of the nation’s oil 
requirements.. These develop- 
ments follow ‘the intense activity 
in the hydrogenation process 
which has been the subject of 


‘] much attention. and which has 


been adopted with such. success 
by the Imperial Chemical In- 
dustries. In view of Britain’s 
dependence on ‘oil supplies - for 
the Navy, ijt is essential that all 
‘possible sources at home should 


country’s resources is an abso- 
Jute necessity. Happily, there 
‘are ‘indications that this fact is 
well renlised. The Air Force is 
rapidly growing, and alone will 
need vast quantities . of liquid 
fuel, The:Navy also is now run 
almost exclusively on oil, and 
proposals that our warships 
should be able ‘to take either 
solid or liquid fuel do not appear 
to hava. made much impression 
Nearly half. of.

THE SIEGE OF K 


IN.THE PAS 


Memories Of. Twenty-one Years Ago | 
| By .E. H. KEELING, 


MC. 


To-day ts the 2ist anniversary 

* of the surrender to the Turks, by 

Major-General (later Sir Charles) 

Townshend, of Kut-el- Amara, 

after a siege of five months. 

This account is. written by: an 
officer of the garrison. 


HE.SMALL Arab town of Kut, on 
the left bank of the-Tigris, shows 
to-day few traces of the siege, It 
remains. a. célicctlon of squalid 
houses, interspersed with groves of 
date palms ahd surrounded by o flat 
and almost treeless: landscape. 


The siege was the result of an at-- 


tempt to take: Baghdad with on in- 
adequate force, After winning the 
battle of Cteslphon, -only 15 miles 
from his objective, In| November, 
1915, Major-General Townshend was 
forced by ‘very heavy casualties and 
‘by. the arrival of fresh Turkish div!- 
sions to fall back upon Kut, 90 miics 
away, where he ‘decided to” stand 
until reinforcements could reach him, 


{ The garrison mustered 7,500 bayonets 


CUnecluding 6,000 Indinn’ troops) ond 
43° guns; ge . 

Three times during the first ten 
days the Turks, who numbered about 
12,000, attacked In foree, and on 
Christmas Day: they penctrated our 
front line, -but after heavy fighting 
with ‘bayonet and hand grenade they 
were driven out, For the rest of the 
siege, though they shelled us dally, 
bombed'‘us from the alr, and kept up 
n ceaseless rifle fire, they made, no 
serious attempt to capture the town, 
and part of them tmoved down- 
stream to oppose the army that was 
trylng to releve us. 


During January torrential rain fell. 
and we had to work day and. night 
to stem the floods causcd by this rain 
and later by the melted snow. which 
catne down the Tigris, -They .drove 
ihe enemy out of his: front line, and 
we nbandoned a great part of.our 
own front trenches. The troops 
were often up to thelr knees in water, 


“| drenched to ‘the sicin and frozen at 


night, when the thermometer fell as 
low ns 21 degrees Fahrenheit... When 
the weathcr got. warmer o pest of 
fies began, But_ the worse condi- 
tions pfrew, the more cheerful .the 
British soldier became,-and the sepoy 
also displayed wonderful fortitude. 

How long would our-food ast? 
We were on full rations for the first 
seven weeks, to keep us fit for heavy 
fighting and digging, but as the 
months wore on. the scale was 
gradually cut down. From the end 
of January we lived moinly on our 
horses and mules, and there was also 
in Sssue of bread, made chiefly ‘of 
barley. found in the town, But the 
horses and mules © consumed barley, 
too, and ‘a nice problem presented 
{tself to Townshend. How many 
anImals should he keep alive until 
they were required to feed us; how 
many’ should he kill_to save the grain 
which they swould cat? 


About 400 were killed and buried, 
and the rest were fed partly on, horse 
soup: This cannibal dict’ seemed to 
-suit-them;-nnd-the- poor-brutes- went 
.one better by gnawing 6ne another's 
tails. Most of the Indians, however, 
stendily refused on religious grounds 
to touch eliher horse or mule, Dis- 
pensations were obtained by wireless 
from the ecclesiastical authorities in 
Indian, but nothing would shake the 
sepoys until towards the end of the 
siege, when nearly all became horse- 
caters. 3 ‘ : 

. Gradually ‘the ration of barley- 
brend svas cut down from sixteen to 


twelve ounces, from twelve to ten, |’

+. All this time the British forces 
downstream wero making most gal- 
lant efforts to break through, but 
they were handicapped: by foods, 
lack of transport, occasionally . mis- 
handling. of troops and consistently 
bad luck. They had 23,000 cngualtics. 
During the unavailing defence of Kut 
und the fruitless effort to raise the 
siege more men-were killed than in 
the whole South African War, 

A final desperate attempt to pro- 
long the defence was made by a 
‘steamer laden with -food,. Manned 
by. the Royal Navy, she got within 
aix miles of us, but she came under 
terrific fire, and was stopped by a 
cable across the river. Her com- 
mander, Licut. Firman, R.N., who 
was killed, . and“ her second-in- 
command, Licut.-Commander  Cow- 
Iey, R.N.V.R., who died in Turkish 
hands, were awarded the Victoria 
Cross posthumously. ° oe 

Townshend was now ordered to 
make the. best terms he could. But 
the Turks insisted on unconditional 
surrender; in the opportunity of 
parnding through «their dominions 
great numbers of British and Indian 
troops—sick, starved, and tattercd— 
they had a political ussct too valuable 
{o forgo. So Townshend capitulated, 
unconditionally, to an enemy ‘he had 
Invariably defeated in battle, If It. 
be asked why he made no nttcempt to 
cut his way out, the answer.is that 
by the time rellef was seen to be 
doubtful we were too weak to march, 
to.say nothing of fighting an action 
on the way; and even if we had been 
At to make a sortie there were no 
horacs capable of drawing puns.and 
ammunition, :

During the negotiations firing 
ceased, and the Turks squntted out- 
side our Ines Uke vultures, On 
April 29, 1916, the last scraps of food 
were’ -issucd as rations, and two 
encmy Battallons marched in to lake 
possession, Our wireless signalled 
“good-bye” and was then’ destrojed. 
Much to the Turkish Gencral's dis-

The garrison which surrendered 
and men and 10,000 Indians, includ-.

OIL SUPPLIES. 


Considerable notice. has been 
taken of a statement by Sijr 
John Cadman, Chairman of the 
Anglo-Italian Oil Co., suggesting 
that in twenty years’ time the 
world's supply of oil may be- 
come exhausted. ‘However, it 
appears that the reference was 
to technical estimates and that 
the statement was. chiefly in- 
tended to foéus attention on ‘the 
desirability of preventing waste. 
Experts seem to differ regarding 
the probability of an oil famine. 
Whilst it is true that demand is 
increasing and there is a falling 
off in new supplics, against this 
factor must be placed improve- 
ments in the method of pro- 
[duction and development . of 
other sources of supply. In 
this latter connection, the work 
of the Fuel Research Station is 
proving most useful. It has 
been revealed in researches at 
Granton gas works, for example, 


-that-a-vast- field-is -available-for- 


the production of oil from coal, 
Canné] coal ig said to be avail- 
able in Britain in almost un- 
limited quantities, and thus it is 
felt that the gas industry may 
-[make a big contribution to the 
aetilien of the oil problem. It 
has, indeed, been estimated that 
it would be possible for the_in- 
dustry to produce some seventy- 
five per cent..of the nation’s oil 
requirements. These develop- 
ments follow ‘the intense activity 
hydrogenation’ process 
which lias been the subject of 
much attention and which has 
been adopted, with such success 
by the Imperial - *Chemical IJn- 
dustries. In view of Britain’s 
dependence on oil supplies for 
the Navy, it is essential that all 
possible sources at home should 
be explored, and. for _ this 
purpose a real survey of the 
country’s resources is an abso» 
lute necessity. Happily, there 
are indications that this fact is 
well realised, The Air Force is 
rapidly growing, and alone’ will 
need vast quantities of liquid 
fuel. The Navy also is now run 
almost exclusively on oil, and 
proposals that our warships 
should be able to take  cither 
solid or Hquid fuel do not appear 
to have made much impression 
on authority. . Nearly half of 
the merchant navy is also’ ‘on 
oll, and itis here that there may, 
be room for some reversion to 
conl—a reversion that would 
incidentally be of advantage to 
the, collieries. ..A. conference on 
this subject has taken place at 
the Mines Department ‘of -. the 
Board of Trade, ‘It is a subject 
that illustrates once ‘again’ | the 
necessity for-taking’. long - ‘and 
broad -views of ‘national, emer- 
gency. Large’-reserves. of “oll 
in . the 
ebuntry, but the problem.cannot 
be wholly solved. by’ this; means. 
Steps should therefore’ be taken 
in time to ‘reduce’ the national 
dopendence on oll wherever this.

THE SIEGE OF KuT| 


Memories Of Twenty-one Years Ago- 


By E. H.. KEELING, 
ae ay ae 3 


To-day is the 2let.anniversory 
of the surrender'to the Turks, by. 
Major-General (tater Sir Charics) 

: Townshend, of Kut+cl- Amara 
after a slege of five months. 
This account iz written by an 
officer of the. garrison. 


HE) SMALL Arab town of Kut, on 
the left bank of the Tigris, shows 
to-day, few traces of the siege. It 


houses,: Interspersed with ‘groves of 
date palms and surrounded by a flat 
and almost treclesa landscape, * 
The sicge was the result of on at- 
tempt ‘to take Baghdad with-an in- 
ndequate force, After winning the 
battle of Ctesiphon,' only 16 miles 
from his objective, in November, 
3015, Major-Gencral Townshend was 
forced by very heavy cnsualtics and 
by the arrival of fresh Turkish divi- 
sions {o fall back upon Kut, 90 miles 
away, where he decided to stand 
until relnforcements could reach him, 
The garrison mustered 7,500 bayonets 
‘(including 6,000 Indian troops) and 


43 guns, ’ 

Three timea during the first ten 
days the Turks, who numbered about 
12,000 attacked In, force, and on 
Christmas Day they penctrated our 
front line, but after heavy: fighting 
with bayonet and hand ‘grenade they 
were driven aut, For the rest of the 
slege, though they shelled us daily, 
bombed us from the alr, und kept up 
d ceaseless rifle fire, they mnode no 
serious attempt to capture the town, 
and part of them moved down- 
stream to oppose the army that was 
trying to relleve us.

During January torrential rain fell. 
and we had to work day and night 
to stem the floods caused by this rain. 
und Juter by the melted snow which 
came down the Tigris, They drove 
thetenemy out of his front line, and 
we abandoned a reat, part of our 
ewn front: trenches, The troops 
were often up to thelr knees in water, 
drenched to the sidin and frozen at 
night, when the thermometer fell as 
When 
the wenther got warmer a pest of 
flies began, But the worse condi-’ 
tions Frew, the more cheerful the 
Britlsh soldier became, and the sepoy 


‘also displuyed wonderful fortitude. 


How long would our food last? 
We were on full rations for the first 
seven wees, to keep us fit for heavy 
fighting ond digging, but os the 
months wore on the senle was 
gradually cut down. From the end 
of January we lived mainly on our 
horses and mules, and there was also 
an issue of bread, made chiefly of 
barley found in the town, But the 
horses and mules consumed baricy, 
too, and -a nice problem presented 
itself to Townshend, How mani 
animals should he keep alive until 
they were required to feed us; how 


smany should he Icil to save the grain 


which they would eat?

About 400 were killed and buricd, 
ond the rest were fed partly on horse 


-soup,-—-This-cannibal-dict..scemed_to 


sult them, and the poor brutes went 
one better by gnawing one another's 
tails. . Most of the Indians, however, 
steadily refused on religious grounds 
to touch either horse or mule. Dis- 
pensations were obtained by wireless 
from the ecclesiastical authoritics in 
India, but nothing would shake the 
scpoys until towards the end of the 
siege, when nearly all became horse= 
enters 


Gradually the ration of barley-|- 


bread was cut down from sixtéen to 
twelve ounces, from twelve to ten, 
nnd then to-cight, six, five, and finally 
four ounces a doy, The relieving 
force sent flqgur by lr, but the 
mumber of machines.wns inadequate, 
and they . dronned altogether ° only 
seven tons. There were: hardly any 
Jocnl resources to tap, A few star- 
lings or sparrows, were sometimes 
made fnto''a' ple, but the heavy firing 
Kept alf.ame-nway, .We had. only 
dandclion: leaves and other herbs for 
vegetables: “The town produced 4 
few enes* and o littie milk, which 
went to the hosnitats.’ An astute 
Arab exchanged his donkey for a 
hen: the donkey cost 2d. a day to 
feed, but the. hen broueht jn 8d. for 


“each erg she Iald. Tobneco soon ran 


out, and those who had to smoke 
someth'ng put grass or brown paper 
in their vives, : 

A thousand of the garrison were 
killed ‘or died of -wounds. There 
were 700 deaths from reurvy, malnria, 
gastro-cnteritis, pneumonio,’ dysen- 
tery, and whet. the doctara called 
inanitlon—a polite name for starva- 
tion, A further 2.000 were wounded, 
and nearly everybody was In a pretty 


squalid | 


low stato when the end came. In the 
hospitals (so-calied) the shortage -of 


drugs and equipment: was appalling. |- 


A .scpoy sent to hospital from my 


{regiment returned a week later with 


the dressing which had been applied 
to his wound in the trenches.

All ‘this time the British forces 
downstream were making most gal- 
lant efforts to break through, ~but 
they were handicapped ‘by foads, 


‘lack of transport, occasionally | mis~ |- 


handling of troops and ‘consistently: 
bad luck. They. had 23,000 casunities, 
During the unavailing defence of Kut 
und: the -fruttless effort to raise the 
slege more men were killed than in 
the whole South African War. 

A final desperate attempt. to pro- 
long the defence. was made by a 
‘steamer laden with food. Manned 
by the Royal Navy, she got within 
six miles of us, but she came under 
terrifle fire, and jvas stopped -by na 
cable across’ the river, Her com- 
mander, Lieut, Firman, R.N., who 
wis Killed, and her second-in- 
command, .Licut.-Commandér Cow- 
ley, R.N.V.Ri, who died in Turkish 
honds, were awarded the Victorla 
Cross posthumously, » : 

Townshend was now ordered to 
make the best terms he could, But 
the Turks insisted on unconditionat 
surrender; in the opportunity «of 
parading through their dominions 
great numbers of British and Indian 
troops-~sicl, starved, and tattered—- 
they bad o political nssct too valuable 
to forgo. So’ Townshend capitulated. 
unconditionally, to an cnemy he had 
| invariably defeated. in’ battle. \ If it 
be asked why he made no attempt to 
Leut-his way out, the answer Is thot 
by the time. relief was seen to be 
doubtful we were too wenk to march, 
to say nothing of fighting nn action 
on the way; and even if. we had been, 
fit ta make a sortie there were no 
hortés capable of drawing guns and 
ammunition. : on

During the negotiations firing 
ceased, and the Turks squatted out- 
side our lines like vultures. On 
April 29, 1916, the last scraps of food 
were Issued as rations, und two 
enemy battalions marched in to tale 
possession. Our wireless signalled 
““ood-bye” and was'then destroyed. 
Much. to the Turkish General's dis- 
nust we also broke up or threw tnto 
the river all guns, rifles, and = am- 
munition, 

The garrison-which_ surrendered 
numbered about 3,000 British officers 
tad mon and 10,000 Indians, fnclud- 
‘Ang. followers," About 1,500 (almost 
exclusively Indian) were exchanged 
for Turkish prisoners, and the rest of 
us were sent to Northern: Mesopo- 
itamfa and Agin Minor, As we were 
led through the streets of Baghdad a, 
German officcr remarked: What’ 
extraordinary people you English 
are! You marched through the town 
as if you had captured it" It was 
hard to maintain this attitude in the 
two-and-a-half years that followed, 
when 71 per cent, of the British rank 
ond file died in Turkish hands, 

(In the two. deendes which have 
passed'since that pitiful band trailed 
northwards to o captivity from which 
only three {n ten were to return, the 


world has had mich"to learn-and ‘to” 


forget. Those who to-day recall the 
tragic story find that the angry re- 
sentments against our captors, which 


onee burned flercely, are now dying.

radeshiv, and the infinite ° cavacity
